In the sixth chapter of Mark the

Philip was the half brother of 
Herod Antlpas, the Herod named In 
the passage quoted. This Herod un- 
lawfully married his brother's wife 
who deserted Philip for him. Salome' 
became the wife of her half uncle, also 
named Philip, a half brother of her 
father Philip. This Second Philip wn* 
said to be the decentest of the whole 


- of Herods. He did some respec- 


many of the European cities, notably 
at the royal opera houses of Berlin 
and Dresden, and at Milan and Turin, 
and is now in rehearsal at Vienna and 
Paris. 


Carl Burrian, who sings the role of
